Board has spent all its money,” 
Farricker laid. In fact, the Pro- 
gram Board had to get a financing 


agreement from the Marvin 
Center Governing Board in order 
to ensure funds for the Clash 
concert . 

Guarasci cited the additional 
$58,(000 income from Board 
events as evident^ that the Board 
is in no jeopardy from a cut of 
perhaps $12,000. “I don’t think 
the Program Board is in any 
financial trouble," he said.

asked him for money, saying she 
was out of gas and had to get to 
Virginia. MacDonald said she 
acted distressed. 

“I felt this person really needed 
the money,” MacDonald said. He 
said he did not give her anything. 

“I had no money," he said. 

She asked MacDonald for 
money twice afterwards— once in 
November on 20th and M streets, 
and later while he was walking 
along F street. 

A third student was also 
approached by a woman in the . 
same general area as Porter and 
MacDonald. 

June Freemer saw the woman 
for the first time approximately a 
month and a half ago on 19th and . 

F streets. On that Occasion, 
Freemer said the woman wai 
accompanied by a man. She told 
Freemer she had come to Wash- 
ington to meet a man who owed 
her SJOO, but that he had not paid 
her and now she bad no money 
for gas to get home. Freemer said 
she gave her $2. 

The second time, the woman 
approached Freemer in front of 
the GW National Law Center on 
campus, but Freemer gave her 
nothing. The third time Freemer 
saw her was when she conned 
David Porter. Freemer said she 
tried to signal Porter not to give 
the woman money, but he did not 
see her.

According to Porter, the car is a 
bluish gray hatchback, probably a 
Datsun or Toyota. Both Porter 
and Macdonald said they know of 
several other people who have 
been conned by the same woman.

Hatchet Suff Writer 

Several GW students have been 
victims of a scam committed by a 
young woman who claims to need 
money for gasoline. 

The woman approaches 
students on the street saying she 
needs money because her car is 
low on fuel and she has to get to 
Virginia. She takes the money and 
writes down the person's name 
and address, promising to send 
the money later, but never does. 

The latest incident was reported 
to the Office of Safety and 
Security by David Porter, who 
said he was approached by the 
woman while walking along F 
street last Friday night. Porter 
said the woman pulled over in her 
car, and said she was a student 
from out of town who had to meet 
a friend but had gotten lost and 
needed money for gas. 

According to Porter, the 
woman sounded distressed. “She 
puts onagreatact ... atearyact,” 
said Porter, who gave her $4. 
“Twenty-four hours [after] it 
happened to me ... 1 found out 
other people" had given her 
money, Porter said. “She's made 
$40 or $50 out of us,” Porter 
added. 

Porter called GW's Office of 
Safety and Security to report the 
incident, but was told there was 
nothing the office could do since 
the woman was in a public right of 
way and she did not force him to 
give her the money. He was also 
told that this is a fairly common 
practice. Security said it had no 
record of Porter’s call. 

The same woman may have 
been involved in three other inci- 
dents last semester with another 
studenl.

Forget tuition costs. Is GW pricing itself out of the fast food market? 

A recent visit to Georgetown University’s Alban Towers carryout 
yielded a sandwich, a bag of chips, and a twelve ounce Coke, all for the 
nostalgic price of $1 .20. 

.Compare this to the Saga corporation’s price schedule for George's 
(formerly the Rathskeller) on the fifth floor of the Marvin Center, 
where not even a satyjwich alone is priced under $1.20. 

It does not take an economics major to realize that someone is losing 
out here, and it's fairly obvious that that someone, as usual, is the 
average GW student, who relies on the Rat for quick food at an 
ostensibly reasonable price. 

It seems unlikely that Georgetown is profiting financially from these 
rock-bottom prices, but providing good food at an affordable price 
seems to be reward enough for the Hoyas. 

With their student-run corporation, which dispenses not only food 
but also various sundries at reasonable prices, Georgetown is at the 
forefront of the sensible and growing movement to provide services and 
goods to students at reasonable prices. 

It is a movement that GW, whose sweetheart contract with the Saga 
Corp. provides Saga with exclusive control of University food services, 
would be wise to look into.

Semesters too short 

I would like to comment on the 
April 2. editorial in the Hafchet 
concerning changing the academic 
calendar. 

The proposal to alter the aca- 
demic calendar, particularly in the 
lengthening of the semesters, is 
one of the better ideas which has 
been proposed here in the last few 
years. The most immediate 
benefit will be of that ip students; 
in providing a better quality of 
education. Spreading coursework 
out over a longer semester will 
provide students greater opportu- 
nity to digest the material being 
presented to them and to fulfill 
course requirements in a more 
intelligent and educating manner. 

It will help to alleviate the last 
minute semester crunch when 
professors suddenly realize that 
the semester is coming to a/rapid 
conclusion and in their efforts to 
cover the prescribed material start 
lecturing in a manner that is not 
unlike that of the character in the 
Federal Express commercials 
babbling away a mile a minute. 

I do agree with the opinion that 
the fall semester should continue 
to end in December. Being able to 
forget about school . over the 
semester break is Important and 
this tradition should be main- 
tained. However, the opinion Of 
spending (he "steamy days of' In 
Washington does not hold water. 
The weather here in May is some 
of the best of the entire year. 
Besides, with the calendar in its 
present condition, students return 
to campus in late August when the 
mercury is at some of its higher 
points of the summer. According- 
ly, I would propose eliminating 
the three week summer session in 
May and using that extra time to 
allocate more class time to the fall 
and spring semesters, even if such 
an allocation would mean starting 
classes one week earlier in the fall. 
The only other alternative would 
mean having the fall semester spill 
over into January. 

Changing an academic calendar 
is not an easy matter. Consid- 
eration must be given to Con- 
sortium students who must deal 
with academic calendars of other 
institutions. The fact . remains, 
though, that the semesters at this 
school are too short and need to 
be lengthened in order to provide 
a better quality of education to 
GW students and in the long run 
to enhance the reputation of the 
University.

In this week’s continuing drama of “As the Fourth Floor (Marvin 
Center) Turns,” GWUSA President Bob Guarasci has admitted that the 
reason he believes the Program Board's funds could be cut by 12 
percent is because of the Board's surplus, which came out to $55,000 
this year. 

Ah, but the Board officials are quick to explain that this money is 
only a paper figure and all their funds were spent by January and the 
$58,000 earned this semester is not a surplus but money the Program 
Board will spend to stay in operation this semester. 

Tune in next week when we try to learn why Bob has a vendetta 
against the Program Board. He’s already sheriff of Foggy Bottom, why 
is he trying to stir up this trouble? 

Now to the Hatchet editorial board for play by play analysis. It still 
appears that the Student Association is trying to take on some of the 
duties of the Program Board.

The GW Student Association 
(GWUSA) senate approved 14 of 
GWUSA President Bob 
Guarasci’s 17 nominees for cabi- 
net positions for next year— - 
rejecting the nomination of one 
candidate and tabling the 
nomination of two others. 

"We looked over all of the 
applications and tried to come up 
with those people who had the 
experience, dedication and .en- 
thusiasm to do well in the position 
they sought," Guarasci said. 

AppiicauoruTor the positions 
were acceded Tast week, and all 
applicants were interviewed by 
Guarasci. Of the 17 cabinet posi- 
tions, six required that recom- 
mended candidates be interviewed 
by theGWUSA Rules Committee, 
with recommendations then given 
to the entire senate. 

Approved applicants were Ira 
Gubernick as vice president for 
academic affairs, Mike Fischer as 
vice president for financial af- 
fairs, and Dan Costello as vice 
president for student affairs. 

The decision on Andy Tenen- 
baum as vice president for Uni- 
versity policy was temporarily 
tabled because “the rules com- 
mittee wants to do some further 
interviewing." Guarasci said. 

The committee denied the 
nomination of Jeff Grossman as 
vice president for judicial affairs. 
"The rules committee gave him a 
negative recommendation, and 
the majority pf the senate felt that

et embassy official told an au- 
dience in Building C Tuesday 
night. 

Viktor Gonchar, third secretary 
at the Soviet embassy, said a 
continuation of the arms race 
would "put' the Soviet Union in 


an extremely difficult economic 
situation” because the Soviet 
economy is only 60 percent of the 
sire of the U.S. economy, and 
therefore is more strained by the 
arms race. 

Gonchar also accused the ad- 
ministration of using false 
estimates of Soviet strength to 
justify inflating the U.S. defense 
budget. 

Gonchar said the Soviets only 
want to equal U.S. military 
strength. 

"We say that it's enough for us 
to have roiritv.” Gonchar said. 


conciliatory speech of Ian. 21 was 
only meant for "internal con- 
sumption,” Gonchar said. 

Gonchar criticized Reagan’s 
Central American policy and 
praised Sen. Christopher Dodd 
(D-Conn.) for his Interpretation 
of events in the region in the 
Democratic response to Reagan's 
speech on Central America last 
year. 

“(Dodd's] speech was a perfect 
Marxist-Leninist analysis of the 
s|tuation in Latin America 
because he said that revolutions 
are happening there not because 
of Soviet involvement or Soviet 
instigation but because of pov- 
erty, because of oppression and 
because of the extremely difficult 
political and economic situation 
there,” Gonchar said. 

Gonchar said the Soviet people 
have no problems with personal 
liberties, but accused the Ameri- 
can media of portraying the Sovi- 
ets as "underdeveloped Un- 
termenschen" — the Nazi term for 
subhumans. 

Gonchar said the Soviet em- 
bassy gets applications "in big 
numbers" from Americans for 
emigration to the Soviet Union. 
Most of these are rejected because 
most applicants wish to emigrate 
because they are unemployed, and 
the Soviets do not accept econom- 
ic refugees. 

Gonchar’s speech was 
sponsored by the GW National 
Security Forum . 


adding that the Soviets "don’t 
have any kind, of urge ... to 
conquer” other lands. 

Gonchar cited past invasions of 
the Soviet Union to defend the 
Soviet military build up. He said 
the Soviets had (>een caught un- 
prepared when previously invaded 
and that is why they are so 
preoccupied with their defense 
now, adding that Soviet defense 
policy is supported by “all our 
people.”

It will be 
placed where the Hatchet bin and 
the first floor pay phones are. 

Bell said there will be a full time 
manager and a part time staff of 
students working at the counter. 
‘‘There’s also a good possiblity we 
may have a self-service computer 
system” which would comple- 
ment the services the counter 
staff. "When we get a better 
handle on the schedule (of build- 
ing the facility] there will be a 
more updated picture on the 
equipment we’re going to get .’’ 

The Marvin Center and the

Professor Edwin Lewis dies 

GW Professor ; Edwin Joseph 
Baughman Lewis, former 
chairman of the GW accounting 
department, died in his home in 
Washington, D.C. last Saturday 
of a heart ailment.

GW began a United States 
Savings Bond campaign on 
Monday to provide a saving! 
mechanism for its employees. 

According to Manager of Re- 
cords and Benefits Thomas 
Rogers, those who want to 
participate in the program finance 
buying bonds .through faculty 
payroll deductions. 

“From the mid ’70s through 
1982 there were other means of 
investment other than Savings 
Bonds like money market and 
mutual, funds, but then the De- 
partment of Treasury made bonds 
with a market rate and a 
minimum guarantee,” Rogers 
explained, thus making the bonds 
more attractive and competitive. 

After tt^e Treasury made these 
changes last year/ GW decided to 
sponsor a drive /o increase 
awareness of the changes and 
increase participation in the pro- 
gram. "Last year was really a 
success. The number of people 
enrolled in the program went 
from 67 to 350. That could be 
attributed to a number of things 
but I think it is probably because 
people were'inore aware Of it and 
BecauK. they liked it,?!, Rogers 
expiated Most mjjdifjnrge 
employers seem togpavo- yghese 
bond programs fortl^variety of 
reasons, Rogers said. 

GW sponsors the program, 
Rogers said, to giv< a savings 
benefit method for employees and 
to increase civic and patriotic 
involvement. “It is an easy in- 
vestment for faculty to make 
now," Rogers explained. No 
goals have been set for the drive 
that Is in progress now because it 
is 'a service that GW is providing 
for its employees, he said. 

The campaign, which ends 
April 20, is being handled by the 
Records and Benefits Division of 
the Department of Personnel 
Services, and coordinators in each 
school appointed by the deans and ' 
vice presidents. The program will 
sfill be open after that date, bui 
, those enrolling during this drive 
may start buying the bonds 
through the deductions in June.

Introducing: Spinal Tap

iSlotoly, the rumors have been 
oozing out— Rob Reiner and 
comedy. That makes sense. He’ll 
always be remembered ds Mike 
Stivic from All in the Family 
which is arguably the best sit com 
ever.

It was several weeks ago on 
Davifi Letterman that Reiner 
promised an Original, amusing 
film. After seeing it, there's no 
doubt he’s held to his pledge, 
because Spinal Tap is a great time. 

It’s a rockumentafy (a 
rock-n-rbll documentary) about 
an English band that tries to 
regain past successes on a tour of 
America. Reiner plays the director 
of the piece, yet he stays out Of the 
limelight on purpose so the two 
newcomers, Christopher Guest

and Mike McKean, can fill the 
spo(. Besides having had a strong 
hand in the writing of the movie, 
they star as the leaders ot an 
over-aged heavy metal band called 
Spinal Tap. The meat of the film 
is their comic innocence and 
straight-faced timing; but what 
makes all that seem so potent are 
the visual bits that Reiner flips in. 
When the tour makes a stop in 
Memphis, the band, which in- 
cludes Harry Shearer (formerly of 
Saturday Night Live), stops at . 
Elvis’ Graceland grave. At first 
they try and make some sense out 
of the King's death. This 
seriousness sets the stage for the 
humorous reversal when the 
whole group hopelessly), tries to 
harmonize Elvis’ “Heartbreak 
Hotel." Just imagine the guys 
from Iron Maiden earnestly trying 
to sing the tune! 

Besides some great backstage 
scenes and a concert failure at 
(can you believe) an Air Force 
base, the major problem during 
the tour has to do with their new 
album cover. Their new record 
company thinks that Smell ' The 
Glove is too sexist (not sexy). 
Spinal Tap had already put out 
records called Intravenous De- 
milo, Jap Habit and Shark 
Sandwich. Well, wait till you see 
what they do release. Also, some 
of the songs in their repetoire are 
called' “Sm Farm,’’

tom." Obviously, Reiner is mak- 
ing fun of heavy metal, but don’t 
let its pretenses intimidate you 
because the music lakes a back 
seat to the fun.

Trent, played by 
the immensely talented John 
Shea, is commissioned by the 
ec nitric millionaire Phillip Stone 
(Barnard Hughes) to write a play 
about nuclear war. 

Trent is caught between his 
inability to write a decent play on 
the subject and the outrageous 
amounts of money Stone is paying 
him and so he runs to his agent for 
help and advising. Linda Hunt is 
perfect for the pan of this shrewd 


and well-seasoned agent, Audrey 
Wood. Hunt is also up for an 
Acadamy Award as best sup- 
porting actress in The Year of 
, Living Dangerously. 

The casting of characters is 
fantastic, ranging from Trent’s 
dingy but efficient secretary Stella 
(who may not really be there), to 
Pete and Jim, the two slightly off 
the wall members of a think-tank 
on nuclear war. Trent goes to 
dinner at Pete and Jim's place to 
discuss the probability^! war; but 
watching these two run loose in a 
kitchen really puts a load of 
confidence in those guys who plan 


our nuclear strategy. I've never 
seen anyone stuff a chicken quite 
like Pete does. Another character 
along Trent’s perpetually twisting 
path is General Wilmer, U.S. 
Army. This general however, isn’t 
shown quite like most generals 
are. His answers to Trent are 
definitely military, but his nag- 
ging wife brings out his civilian 
sidle. 

Trent sets out to get things 
cleared up and to figure out why 
he’s doing what he’s doing. The 
further he goes the more confused 
he gets, and the more he is 


convinced that they (the govern- 
ment) are all nuts. There are some 
strange people along his way. Of 
course no spy story is without its 
“deep throat” and this play is no 
exception, complete with trench 
coat and all.

In the last year and a half, Marvin Gaye had made a comeback . 
He signed with CBS records and produced the 1982 smash 
Midnight Love, which featured "Sexual Healing," voted the best 
soul single at the American Music Awards. And last year/ the 
movie The Big Chill used “I Heard It Through the Grapevine" as i 
its theme song and included it on the popular soundtrack LP for 
the film. 

These successes brought Gaye status he had not enjoyed for 
over a decade, since the days when he embodied the Motown 
sound more than any other artist in Berry Gordy, Jr.’s talented 
stable. 

Gaye was a session drummer for Motown when his vocal 
capabilities were ‘discovered’ by Gordy in 1962. He first gained 
attention with the single "Stubborn Kind of Fellow” and for the 
next decade churned out hit after hit to help build up Motown’s 
reputation as Hitsville, U.S.A.— “Can I Get a Witness,” “Hitch 
Hike," "Chained," “You,” "One More Heartache,” “Ain’t 
That Peculiar" to name a few: 

He teamed up with Tammi Terrell to record "How Sweet It is 
(To Be Loved By You),” "Aii\?t No Mountain High Enough," 
“Ain’t Nothing Like the Real Thing” and other hits. 

Gaye made an artistic leap in the early ’70s from the Hitsville, 
U.S.A. philosophy of Motown to record two more artistic, 
thematically cohesive albums. What’s Going On and Trouble 
Man, which explored Gaye’s social concerns and soon had other 
Motown artists following suit. 

Marvin Gaye’s voice, which had both a smooth, honeylike 
sound and an urgent quality, fused the influences of gospel, soul, 
RA.B and, later, funk. Some of his early songs like “Pride and 
Joy” or “Wonderful One” reflect Gaye’s gospel background (he 
got his start when he was five years old singing in the choir at his 
father's church here in Washington) with backing vocals right out 
of q Southern Baptist choir 

His songs like “You,” with its haunting backing vocal (“You 
know, you know, you know ... I meed you babe,’’) and the 
urgency and edge to Gaye's distant, high-pitched voice, defined 
'60s soul. 

He could also do basic R&B, with tunes like "Stubborn Kind 
of Fellow" or "Can I Get A Witness,” which begins with a piano 
intro copied nearly two decades later on a Sunbeam bread 
commercial. 

Gaye was always an admired and influential artist. Performers 
as diverse as the Rolling Stones (“Hitch Hike”). Creedence 
Clcarwaler Revival (“Grapevine”) and /Elvis C ostello ("One 
More Heartache”) all did cover versibns of his Spngs, and Gaye'' 
was always near the front of trends at Motown His music 
became more and more jromplex through the '60s, climaxing with 
■ What's Going On, which he produced himself and which was the 
first Motown album to givle credit to the durable Motow n studio 
musicians, greats like bassist James Jamerson. who played in 
anonymity through the first decade at Motown. 

But despite the successes of his early career,. Gaye’s life was 
marked by personal tragedy. Tammi Terrell collapsed in his arms 
during a concert performance and later died of a brain tumor. 
His two marriages ended in divorce. He was sued by the 
government for $2 million in back taxes in 1981 and admitted to 
trying to commit suicide that year. 

Marvin Gaye seemed to be making a turnaround, though, after 
leaving Motown for CBS records, recording Midnight Love and 
beginning to perform live after a Five-year exile. Whether he 
would have made this turnaround complete is now, as with John 
Lennon , left only to speculation . 

Marvin Gaye’s music will live on with the albums and singles he 
left us, but contemporary music will be without one of the
